•nly the parlor cars were destroy ed 
and o nly those riding in the parlor 
cars were burned or injured, with tin4 
ex ception of the engineer, fireman and 
mail clerk and his assistant. The pas­

coaches escaped with only superficial 
bruises and jars. 
The train was twelve minutes late 
when 
it 
reached 
Bridgeport, 
and 
Geo rge W. Clark, the engineer, who 
has paid fo r any mistake he may have 
made with his life, left with the idea 
•f making up the time by the time he 
sho uld reach New York. 
By the time 
be was well clear of Bridgeport, he 
was 
travelling very close to six ty 
miles an hour, while the cars behind 
were sway ing and rolling like small 
bo ats at sea. 
The train whizzed b> 
the stations in a cloud of dust. To the 
west of the station here about 200 
y ards, the old Boston post road passes 
under the tracks with other streets of 
the town, and that elevates the tracks 
about twenty -five feet above the street 
level, this height between streets be 
lng filled in with sand, gravel and 
stone work. 
The ill fated train had shot past the 
station, and had struck

Just ahead of it was the signal which 
warned the engineer to slow down 
from the spied he was going so that 
there might be no accident at the 
cross-over.

ROOSEVELT ON 
WITNESS STAND 


Telling Senate Committee Ail 


About His Campaigns. 


FOLLOWED PIERPONT MORGAN 


Big Financier Told Committee Inves­ 


tigating 
the 
Subj ect 
of C am p aign 


Contributions That He Gave $150. 000 
to the Republican C a m p a i g n of 1904 


— Former President 
Roosevelt A p ­ 


pears Today. 


Washington. Oct. 4.—To the Roose- 
velt 1904 campaign fund J. Pierpont 
Morgan 
contributed 
$130,000. 
The 
well-known financier testified before 
the senate committee that $60,000 of 
this amount was part of the $240,000 
fund dumped by the late E. H. Harri- 
man into New York state on the eve 
of the election, and which, according 
to the railroad man s boast, changed 
50,000 votes in the Empire state. 
Mr. Roosevelt himself appeared on 
the witness stand today to answer the 
Morgan and other testimony . The col 
onel was armed with his letter book- 
record of all the correspondence relat­ 
ing to the HarHman fund and the sub 
Ject of Standard Oil contributions to 
the 1904 Republican campaign fund, 
and apparently was primed for the se 
vere questioning which he anticipated. 
Mr. Morgan made the statement that 
after having contributed $100.000 he 
had been solicited to give not only this 
additional $50,000. but the entire $240,* 
000 which later was turned over to the 
national committee by Mr Harriman 
"There was no limit to the amount 
they would take,” observed the banker 
with a smile. 
Mr. Morgan's testimony tended to 
confirm E. H. Harriman's version of 
the $240,000 gift 
Mr. Harriman al­ 
way s contended that Mr. Roosevelt im­ 
portuned him to raise this rnor#\v to 
save the day for the national ticket in 
New York state, and that the $240,00 
was paid to the late Corneilius N. Bib 
as treasurer of the national commit 
tee. 
In this account of the transac­ 
tion Mr. Harriman has been backed up 
by B B. Odell, who was Republican 
state chairman in 19 04, 
Colonel Roosevelt has denied e m ­ 
phatically that h< asked Harriman to 
raise any money or that the national 
ticket was in jeopardy in New York 
state. 
He has charged that Harriman 
collected the money at the solicitation 
of State Chairman Odell to 
s a v e the 
state ticket, and that the fund never 
entered into the national committee's 
accounts. 
is supported by George R. Sheldon, 
present treasurer of the Republican 
national committee, and by William 
Loeb, jr., Mr. Roosevelt's former sec 
retarv. 
Since the senate inquiry has 
been under way . however, a receipt 
has been produced signed by Mr. Bliss 
as national treasurer, acknowledging 
the pay ment by Mr. Harriman of $50. 
000 of this $240,000 fund 
On top of this came the statement 
by Mr. Morgan that his $50,000 not 
only was paid to the national commit 
tee, ?iut that he stipulated as a condi 
tion of the gift that it should go to tin 
national organization to be used as It 
saw' fit. 
Mr. Morgan said further that 
in the solicitation for this additional 
contribution he was given to under 
stand plainly that tin* officers of the 
national as well as the state organiza 
tion. wore alarmed over the outlook 
in New York state. 
No attempt 
w as 
made to draw any distinction between 
the Roosevelt and Higgins chances In 
the Empire state. 
Mr. Morgan could 
not recall definitely who had solicited 
this $50,000 contribution from him. but 
he thought that it was Mr. Bliss or Mr. 
Odell. 
He talked with both concern 
ing it. 
The banker contributed $20.000 to 
the Taft 19 08 campaign fund, and $10,- 
000 additional to the Republican cause 
in that y ear, but he could not recall 
definitely whether it had gone to the 
national committee or not. 
Mr. Morgan denied that there had 
been any concerted action on the part 
of the big financial interests in 1904 
to bring about the election of Roose­ 
velt. 
References by the committeemen to 
witness’s popularity among campaign 
managers who were try ing to collect 
funds tickled the banker and he re­ 
peatedly chuckled, after relieving him­ 
self of some sly comment on his ex ­ 
periences, 
Mr. Morgan left the witness stand 
after about an hour of questioning. As 
he stepped down from the witness 
stand Senator Clapp, the* chairman, 
approached him and said: 
“ Mr. Morgan, do y ou want y our wit 
ness fees?’’ 
"No, never mind that,’’ said the 
financier, with a smile. 
The fees would have amounted to 
about $2.50 in addition to his railroad 
fare.

W i t h Implication in D yn am ite Cases. 


Indianapolis, Oct. 4.—District Attor­ 
ney Miller has begun the presentation 
of the government’s side of the case, 
the selection of the twelve men w'ho 
will sit as juror« to try the forty -six 
defendants in the dy namiting cases in 
the federal court having been complet­ 
ed. 
He read the indictment and told 
the jury what the government would 
prove, pointing out the part that each 
of the defendants had taken in carry ­ 
ing out the conspiracy . 
With 
the 500-page indictment 
in 
hand, Mr, Miller read the charge of 
conspiracy and recited the numerous 
Instances in which ex plosives were 
transported over interstate railroads, 
mentioning the cities 
where the ex ­ 
plosive was purchased, the number of 
pounds, the 
railway lines over which 
it was carried, and the men who were 
in charge of it. 
He ex plained to the 
jury 
that 
the 
defendants 
are 
not 
charged with the overt act of dy na­ 
miting, but are indicted for violating 
tne federal laws against carry ing ex ­ 
plosives on passenger trains and with­ 
out it being protected from accidental 
ex plosion. 
He referred to the overt 
acts of the defendants which were per­ 
formed in pursuance of the conspiracy 
and enumerated many cases where the 
ex plosive purchased and transported, 
as charged in the indictment, had been 
used in the destruction of property .

TO PREVENT WAR 


Powers May Intervene In the 


Balkans. 


THE ALUEO STATES PROTEST 


A Joint No te Ha s Been Receiv ed by

London, Oct. 3.—According to word 
received here from Belgrade, actual 
violence in the Balkan imbroglio has 
hegun. 
A 
Turkish 
patrol of 
fifty 
soldiers devastated the Servian 
fro n 
tier town o f Rushka. after firing v o l­ 
ley after volley into the town. 
Tho 
inhabitants fled. 
The dispatch does 
not stale the number of casualties. 
W ith the curt refusal by the Turkish 
cabinet to surrender the shipment of 
Servian war ammunition which was 
seized 
by 
Turkey 
while 
passing 
through, the impression here is that 
it will take the united efforts of the 
powers to prevent war. 
Turkey added 
to the list of injuries which Greece. 
Montenegro. Bulgaria and Servia have 
sustained by detaining fifty-two Greek 
ships which were in her ports. 
These 
vessels are being held so that in caso 
war is declared the Turkish govern­ 
ment can use them as Turkish trans 
ports. 
M. Gryparia. the Greek minister to 
Turkey, handed to the Turkish 
min­ 
ister of foreign affairs an urgent fo r­ 
ma! protest against the detention o f 
these vessels. 
He characterized the 
act as “illegal, arbitrary and unfriend 
ly.” The relations between his country 
and Turkey are suppolod to be friend 
ly, although tlie unofficial feeling kg ab­ 
normal. 
The foreign minister pro m 
iscd a speedy investigation of the mat- 
ter 
Meantime flftv more Greek v es­ 
sels are Dot tied up in the Black sea 
and about 100 more in the sea of Mar­ 
mora, 
The entire Balkan peninsula is be­ 
ing turned into a war camp, and a 
million or more troops are rapidly as­ 
sembling 
there. 
Bulgaria, 
Scrvt*. 
Greece and Montenegro are united in 
this mobilisation, and the desired 
ef­ 
fect is a show of war strength so 
Btrong that Turkey will be aw'ed. 
The 
four states in the new Balkan 
a lli­ 
ance are working in harmony in thi» 
matter, and all the troops 
will be 
spread along the frontier. 
For the 
first time these states are acting to ­ 
gether against their common 
enemy . 
The uniformed arm ies 
being sent 
to the front number 460,000. 
Of these 
Bulgaria sends 250,000; Servia. 
110,- 
000; Montenegro. 50.000, and Greece 
50,000. 
These countries all have 
uni 
versal military service, so the 
men 
will be well trained and armed. 
Turkey is not behind in 
her prep­ 
arations, the mobilization of troops in 
Rnmelia having already commenced 
Turkey is inclined to believe that 
Ro u- 
mania will join her against the Balkan 
states, which would mean that the 
four in the alliance would be sand 
wiched in between two powerful allies 
Tim 
ambassadors 
of the 
various 
powers at Sofia have received dupll 
cate notes asking 
that, 
the 
Balkan 
states and Turkey be allowed to set 
tie their difficulties without interfer 
cnee 
These notes state that it is not 
an attem pt to steal territory for which 
the states are uniting, but because of 
high, hideous and cruel methods which 
Turkey has been using in Macedonia 
toward Macedonia Christians.
